Czar Believed To Be Very Il. 


London, November 16.—The impression 
exists in most Huropean capitals that the 
illness of Emperor Nicholas is more seri- 
ous than it is represented to be. but this 
is probably based upon Knowledge that 
the czar’s constitution is not strong and 
is little likely to resist a serious attack. 

In Copenhagen the illness is attributed 
to overwork in connection with the 
Chinese crisis, and there is ajeo a suspi- 
cion that the hvgienic conditions and 
water supply at Livadia may be faulty. 

The dowager czarina receives news by 
courier twice each day. Her departure 
from Fredensborg had been officially 
fixed for November 26th. Preparations 


have since been made for her to leave at 
any moment and the fact that she has not 
started indicates that there js no immedi- 
ate danger. 

It is feared, however, that even if no 
complications ensue, the attack may be of 
long duration. 

There is no news from St. Petersburg 
on the subject beyond the official bul- 


letins, which tt t the attack is 
only slight, no high temperature having 
yet been reached. 
Rome Sa Czar* Is Poisoned. 

Rome. November 15 -A rumor is current 
in Rome that the illness of the czar is 
due to polsoning and it is asserted that 
cipher telegrams have been recelved at 
the vatican saying that an attempt was 
made to poison both the emperor and 
empress, but that the latter wag not 
afflicted. The story, however, is not be- 
licved. King Victor Emmanuel telegraphed 
for definite information and got a quick 
reply that the czar wes as well as could 
be expected. 

Peace of World W on Czar. 

Lerdon. November 15.—The serious ap- 
prehension with which the announcement 
of the fact thut the czar was suffering 
frcm typhoia tever filled Europe empha- 
sizes how much the peace of the world 18 
believed to be dependent upon him. But

Calls on Tammany To Aid in 
Redeeming East Side from 
the Sway of Evil 


HO DIRTY DOLLARS FIN

Tells Members of Executive Commit- 
tee That if They Are Growing 
Rich by Blackmailing 
of Vice They Must 
Leave Organization. 


New York, November 15.—The executive 
committee of Tammany Hall held a meet- 
ing tonight, at which Richard Croker bade 
all the leaders goodby and took a hand 
in starting a movement to rid the city 
of vice. In a Hittle speech the Tammany 
leader said he was going to Europe for 
health. not pleasure. and introduced Isi- 
dor Strauss,. president of the Educational 
Alance.- as a man who was acquainted 
with the condition of things on the east 
side. adding: 


„hape vou will give attentive hearing 
to his statements of the conditions of vice 


that exist there, and that after you have 


heard what he has to say you will use 


your every effort to correct those evils | 
as far as lies in your power.’ 


Mr. Strauss said he had met Mr. Croker 


at dinner accidentally and had talked 


with him for two hours over the condi- 
tion on the east side, and Mr. Croker had 


asked him to talk to the executive commit- 


tee of Tammany Hall, and then, addreas- 
ing the committee, Mr. Strauss told of 
what was needed on the east aide to sup- 
press crime. He said that he, as a dem- 
ocrat, had frequently had cast up to him 
the statement that Tammany Hall re- 
celives the greater part of its revenue 
from Hie people in these evil conditions of 
life, and that no good can d accomplish. 
ed unless the power of Tammany Hall is 
deatroyed. Mr. Strauss had repeated 
thin to Mr. Croker, and the latter asked 
him to come before the committee with 
the statement and had promised his 
ald. 

Lewis Nixon then, by resolution, had a 
‘committee of five appointed to ‘“investi- 
gate the moral condkions of the city and 
to receive and suggest remedies for the 
correction of abuses." 

Mr. Nixon was made chairman and the 
other members are George C. Clausen, 
president of the Park board; Colonel 
Michael C. Murphy, president of the 
health board; John J. Scannell, fire com- 
missioner, and John W. Keller, charities 
commissioner. 

Mr. Croker then arose and said: 

“I have nothing to add to what has 
been said to you by Mr. Strauss, because 
he is familiar with the matters on which 
he has spoken to you. I hope that this 
entire committee will give its full 
strength towards helping him and his 
work. We should heartily indorse his 
remarks and aid him in the work of 
crushing out this awful crime. And right 
here I want to reiterate what I said 
three weeks ago to you, and that is that 
not one dollar comes into my possession 
from landlords of poolrooms and houses 
of ill fame, and if any one of you gentle- 
men are collecting from any of these peo- 
ple, you had better get out of the organ- 
ization. It has no use for you. You are 
a disgrace to it. The organization can't 
and won't stand for any such thing.“ 

The meeting broke up in confusion be- 
cause of the attitude of Coroner Fitzpat- 
rick, the Tammany leader in the four- 
teenth assembly district. He said that if 
there was vice there it was in tenement 
houses and could not be controlled. To 
this Mr. Croker exicitédly replied that 
the coroner did not know what could be 


done until some effort was made.

NO DOCTOR THERE 


Baby of Henry Brown Was Badly 
Burned Wednesday, 


DENIED SUILL OF SCIENCE 


Physicians Are Said To Have 
Refused To Attend the Sufferer, 
and It Is Now Believed 
the Baby Cannot 
Recover. 


There is a little baby boy at Oakland 
City—within three miles of the center of 
Atlanta—who is screaming and moaning 
with pain from frightful burns on his 
head, arms and body, a condition caused 

mewhat by an accident which occurred 
last Wednesday morning, but principally, 
it is said, by the failure to induce physi- 
clans to attempt an alleviation of his suf- 
fering. 

The baby is two and a half years of 
age and ia the son of Henry W. Brown, 
who operates a dairy farm at Oakland 
City for an Atlanta man. 

Wednesday morning the baby, who was 
dressed in kilts, went too nedr an open 
fireplace. His screams brought his mother 
and father to him, they having been in the 
yard when the accident occurred. Be- 
tween them they smothered the flames 
that had already consumed the little kilt 
skirts, and the baby was placed upon a 
bed, while the mother attempted to stop 
the suffering of her boy. The flames had 
charred the right side of his body, his 
arms were only two great biisters and 
the right side of his face had been licked 
by the tongues of fire. 

The father ran for a physician. The pro- 
fessional man is said to have furnished 
an excuse for not going to the little suf- 
ferer. The father tried another physician. 
He is said to have given an excuse. A 
third was tried. He is alleged to have 
suggested that some other doctor be se- 
cured. , 

Disheartened, the father returned to his 
humbie home and told his wife that he 
had been unable to secure the services 
of a physician for their boy. 

Since Wednesday morning the baby of 
Henry Brown has lain upon his bed of 
agony. His parents have given him such 
simple remedies as they thought would 
relieve the pain, but the skill of physi- 
clans and the remedies that science knows 
are said to have been denied him. 

Henry Brown, otherwise a worthy man, 
10 poor, and he and his neighbors believe 
| that it is because of his poverty and be- 
cause of his inability to pay men of learn- 
ing for an exercise of their professional 
skill, that the little sufferer is tossing in 
analleviated agony.

TO CUT WAR REVENUE TAXES. 


Congressman Tawney on Probable 
Action of the Committee. 


Winona, Minn., November 15.—Congreas- 
man J. A. Tawney, ot the ways and 
means committee, speaking of the meet- 
ing in Washingtcn November Sth, saya: 

“The object is to consider the extent 
to which the wer revenue taxes can be re- 
moved and amendments made to make the 
law more satisfactory in administration. 
The problem as to what taxes shall be 
removed will be a perplexing one. I think. 
however, it is safe to say that the stamp 
tax upon instruments of cenveyances, such 
as notes, deeds, mortgages, inheritances 
for charitable and benevolent purposes 
‘will be removed; possibly the taxes upon 
proprietary medicines and some others. 

“It will be the desire of the members 
of the committee to remove just as many 
of the stamp taxes as possible, but like 
the removal of the stamp taxes under 
the civil war revenue act, this will have 
to be done gradually to avoid sailing too 
close to the danger line of a deficit.”

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JEFFRIES SIGNS TO FIGHT 
BOTH RUHLIN AND SHARKEY 


New York, November 15.—James J. Jef- 
fries today signed articles of agreement 
for fights with both Gus Ruhlin and Tom 
Sharkey.

Bill Providing for One Will Be Intro- 
duced in Legislature. N 


MEASURE HAS STRONG SUPPORT 


The Present Plan Is To Make the 
Sale of Fertilizer Tags Support 
the Institution. a 


An act providing for a farmers’ institute 
wilt be introduced in the legislature with- 
in the next few days. The measure has 
been talked of considerably among the 
farmers of the state, and they are said 
to strongly favor the proposed institute. 

It is understood from those who have 
the matter in hand that the bill will re- 
celve strong support in the house, and 


those who desire the institute established 
declare there is little doubt that the 
measure will be given favorable action. 

The act that will be introduced pro- 
poses to maintain the institute with $5,000 
annually, which sum is to be obtained by 
the state from the sale of fertilizer tags. 

The text of the proposed bill follows: 

Section |. Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia, and it is here- 
by enacted by authority of the same, That on 
and after the passage of this act there shall 
be established in Georgia a system of farmers’ 
institutes. 

Sec. 2. Be it further emacted, That the pres- 
ident of the State Dairymen’s Associatioh, the 
President of the State Horticultural Society, 
the president of the State Agricultural Society 
shall constitute a board of control of the 
farmers’ institutes. 

They shall hold meetings semi-annually or 
oftener, when requested by a majority of the 
beard, to serve withovt salary except actual 
expenses.
